boys arc 
not 


wanted, and when possible 
to detect 


them they will not be taken. 


In every city, however, there. is a 


large class of boys 
who are 
strong, 


healthy and robust, but whose parents 
have not the means to educate (hem BO 
that they can rise above 
mill hands, 


store boys or messengers. These ave the 
boys that are wauled in the training- 
school, and such as can pass the physical 
examination, and get the written consent 
of their parents or guardians, 
will be 


gladly received. 
They will be forwarded 


to the flagship New Hampshire, al New- 
port, R. L, and there instructed in their 
duties as seamen, as well as in the rudi- 
ments of an English education. 
In ad- 


dition, everything possible is done io de- 
velop them physically; and as a sailor 
should possess a .strong 
constitution, 


their physical development is under the 
care of picked instructors iu 
fencing, 


boxing, rowiug, infantry tactics, great 
gun.drills and exercises aloft. 


AVhcn a recruit is lirst received on
